NATIONAL  FINANCE*. 

The  pissage  by  the  United  States'  Ben 
ate  of  the  bill  tor  the  issue  of  §400,000,000 
of  legal  tender  notes  being  $18,000,000 
additional  to  the  present  circulation  and 
equivalent  tn  $90  000.000  more  circulation 
than  existed  before  the  panic  —  Is  «  fintn 
dal  measure  of  inflation  of  the  currency 
which  is  deprecated  by  many  of  onr  ablest 
statesmen  and  of  onr  moat  sagacious  liank 
era  and  busing**  men.  The  sentiment  of 
the  Senate  for  and  against  tha  bill  is  so 
nearly  balanced  that  it  is  doabtfal  if  it 
renders  the  sanction  of  the  President,  even 
if  it  bo  concurred  in  by  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives,  as  seem  i  rather  probable. 

It  docs  seem  that  a  Urge  Capitalist  like 
that  of  our  National  Government  should  bt- 
able  to  conduct  its  own  business  without 
increasing  ita  indebtedness.  Forever  hor 
rowing  and  bonding  Its  estate  with  inter 
minabic  obligations,  augmenting  ita  Inter 
eat  debt  immensely  snd  perpetuating  op 
presei  re  taxation  to  meet  It,  Is  blighting 
to  our  hopes  of  curly  recuperation,  and 
gives  very  poor  encouragement  of  speedy 
return  to  a  substantial  basis  of  prosper 
Ity. 

If  we  look  at  It  rightly  our  Gove-nraent 
necessarily  and  justifiably  incurred  a  henry 
debt  in  suppressing  the  rebellion;  for 
which  ft  issued  its  notes  or  bonds,  defln 
ing  a  time  for  the  payment  of  its  obiiga 
tiona.  To  pay  the  constantly  recurring 
and  fearful  interest  on  these  bonds  the 
Government  lias  had  to  draw  upon  its  vi 
tal  resources,  its  only  real  capital,  to  wit. 
the  strength,  and  health,  and  akiU,  and  fa- 
serves  of  the  people  in  every  of  its  do 
main;  th  ns  destroying  confidence,  enervat 
ing  its  power,  living  up  its  means,  snd 
dissipating  the  strong  hope  Jouoe  enter, 
teiaed  of  struggling  through  theembarra* 
ament  at  an  early  day  and  averting  the 
threatened  disaster. 

After  nearly  ten  years  of  hope  deferred 
our  languid  experience  and  Wasting  ener 
gie*  Well  nigh  despair  ef  resuscitation 
all. 

Why  cannot  our  National  Government 
return  to  the  true  principles  and  policy 
which  are  evinced  by  all  well  managed 
and  successful  business  ment  The  oft  re 
posted  ‘’pay  aa-you-go"  role,  it  especially 
adapted  to  the  exigeaciea.  of  the  prt 
time,  aad  should  be  adapted  by  the  Gov 
eminent  as  well  as  the  people.  Oar 
greatest  merchant  prince,  Stewart,  long 
ago,  we  understood,  adapted  the  rale  to 
fit  mo  no  In  and  to  buy  only  for  caah.  Be 
la  consequently  above  the  perturbations  of 
the  financial  world.  No  revulsions  can  af¬ 
fect  his  stability. ' 

To  be  snrs  the  immensity  o4  onr  Nation 
a!  Debt  renders  It  Impracticable  that  H 
should  lie  paid  off  at  once,  or  even  in 
short  time.  But  w*  cannot  think  it  impoa- 
aible  or  unwise  in  the  Government  to  In 
angwrate  e  do  finite  plan  and  a  Jlcod  time 
tor  liquidation.  Our  ideas  *r*  perhaps 
crude,  but  they  are  honest.  The  present 
National  debt  it  about  $1,500,000,000;  the 
annual  interest  on  which,  at  five  per  cent, 
is  $135,000,000  Ifwa  should  determine 
to  cancel  the  debt  In  twenty  fire  years,  It 
would  require  shoot  $100,000,000  annual 
redaction.  But  to  make  the  tardea  light 
*»  possible,  It  should  be  distributed  over 
a*  long  a  period  *«  would  consist  with  hon¬ 
or  anti  safety,  and  tliould  be  graduated  o* 
principles  of  true  equality.  Suppose,  then. 
»*  undertake  to  pay  off  only  $1,800,000,- 
•00  of  ft  in  U  years  and  divide  this  into 
five  unequal  sums  to  be  paid  during  the 
different  quinqnenial  periods  as  follows; 
Rvaanmbaring  that  tSa  present  population 
baa  already  l arms  a  disproportionate  share 
of  the  burden  we  would  pay  off  do.  Ing  the 
1st.  period  of  5  years  800  000,  00,  during 
the  Id.  period  of  .8  year*  $110,000,000

It  is  chiefly  intended  for  children  Ironi 
three  to  seven  yearn  of  age.  It  is  not  of  thu 
nature  of  a  school,  but  conducted  on  the 
principle*  of  play  and  amusement.  It  is 
•ystematized,  it  is  true,  and  the  thoughts 
are  necessarily  restricted  for  the  time,  to 
th*  one  central  idea  than  under  illustration 
by  *  tangible,  present  otrject.  Dot  variety 
enough  is  connected  with  it  in  shape.  Color 
snd  motion,  In  taking  spirt  and  building 

up.  to  excite  great  interest  and  real  enjoy¬ 
ment 

The  name  i  tael  I,  kindergarten,  is  German, 
hnd  signifies  play  or  pleasure  g  irden.  The 
whole  system  aims  and  la  admirably  plan 
ned,  not  really  to  develops  mind — tha  is 
to  stimulate  thought  which  ws should  con 
aider  premature  and  iH  advised  at  tbatten 
dcr  age,  but  —  to  exert  is*  the  sense* 
of  sight,  smell,  teste,  hearing  and  touch, 
under  guardianship  (sot  restraint)  as  they 
first  instinctively  open  their  inquisitive 
windows  in  search  for  knowledge;  to 
guide  wisely  the  playful  excrciae  of  the 
bodily  and  vocal  powers;  and  to  incline 
correct  and  train  the  already  developed  and 
developing  young  thought  before  it  take* 
a  crooked  or  impure  bias. 

For  this  purpose  the  material  imple¬ 
ments,  or  play  Ullage,  (be  real  sources  oi 
knowledge,  are  celled  p//ts,  and  each  child 
has  one,  to  own,  though  they  are  all  alike. 
The  first  is  a  box  of  small  worsted  balls  of 
all  the  different  color*— red,  orange,  yellow 
green,  biue,  indigo  and  violet;  white  and 
black.  They  are  aoft  and  will  not  hurt ; 
they  are  round  and  will  roll.  The  second 
gift  is  e  solid  sphere,  a  cube  and  a  cylin¬ 
der.  The  ryatem  embraces  twenty  separate 
boxes  of  gift*  which  are  successively  intro¬ 
duced,  at  intervale  of  werka  or  months 
running  through  the  assigned  period  of 
three  or  fuur  years.  Each  gift  is  an  ad¬ 
vance  upon  the  preceding  ooe,  perhaps 
developed  from  it,  and  having  a  specific 
object  of  thought  to  Inculcate,  or  of  train¬ 
ing  to  effect,  which  are  thus  imbibed  by  the 
child  nnconsciously  in  ita  overruled  and 
regulated  recreations.  Onr  space  will  not 
allow  us  to  enumerate  in  detail,
